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During Gloria hearing 
Rogers shows conflict 


Testimony delayed until November 
when Crost presents client’s side

The dismissal hearing of Dr. 
Leroy Gloria, a SAC counselor, 
charged by the Rancho Santiago 
Community College District 
(RSCCD) with neglect of duty and 
dishonest conduct, began last 
Thursday, Sept. 25, in the Board 
Meeting Room. 

Spencer Covert, attorney for the 
district. presented its case to 
Administrative Law Judge 
Milford A. Maron, but defense 
attorney Paul Crost will not get a 
chance to reply until the hearing 
resumes Novy. 3 at 9a.m. The delay 
was necessitated by a conflict in the 
lawyer’s schedule. 

Crost submitted exhibits 
including many inter-office memos 
into evidence, but Covert objected, 
stating that much of it was hearsay. 

Maron would not rule on the 
exhibits until November since 
Covert was objecting to ev ery one. 
Dr. Gloria, meanwhile, remains at 
his post pending a final judgment. 

Dr. William Wenrich, 
president superintendent of 
RSCCD, who brought about the 
charges on behalf of the district, 
contends that Gloria was working 
as a counselor for the Career 
Education Center (CEC) and 
substitute teaching at the Tustin 
Unified Schools simultaneously. 
“He physically could not be in both 
places at the same time,” Wenrich 
maintains. 

Crost says that while his client 
was scheduled to work at CEC at 
the same time he was in Tustin, he 
worked many hours in excess to 
make up for the lost time. “Leroy is 
only guilty of not following proper 
procedures,” he explained. 

Crost began the proceedings 
with a motion for dismissal 
because he thought the RSCCD’s

wanted was the board to 
understand his jurisdiction in the 
hearing, but also stated that they 
“have a right to disagree.” 

The motion for dismissal of the 
case was denied. 

Then Neal L. Rogers. vice 
president of Employee Affairs and 
former dean of Counseling. took 
the stand. 

Through Rogers. Covert 
established that Gloria) was 
working for both the district and 
the Tustin Schools many times at 
the same moment. 

Rogers also explained how 
counselors work out their 
schedules. The policy includes a 
40-hour work week with five hours 
to be on-site and the remaining 35 
divided between 21 hours for 
individual counseling and the rest 
for community out-reach, 


taking over at CEC in February of 
1979. the counselors independently 
made out their own and_ the 
director assumed all the require- 
ments were fulfilled. 

Under Bonilla. rules were 
tightened so he could keep a better 
accounting of where counselors 
could be located. That change 
came in June, 1979. 

Special regulations for Gloria 
were made in November of the 
same year when after asking for 
reports on community out-reach, 
which Gloria reportedly did not 
submit. it was decided he would 
not have to comply with that 
committment, but would be 
scheduled for additional 
counseling hours. 

Crost asked if it Was possible for 
a counselor to schedule him or 
If a four-hour work week.

personal growth and paperwork. 

Most of Rogers” investigation 
took place during the spring and 
fall semesters of 1979 with the 
charges presented to Gloria by 
Wenrich and Rogers in January of 
1980. 

Crost accepted most of the 
evidence brought in by the district 
except fora sick leave card signed 
by Gloria on a day when he was 
working in Tustin. It was the only 
time Gloria called in sick ona day 
when on the job in Tustin. Crost 
said, “It doesn’t fit the pattern.” 

The card was questioned 
because there were three different 
handwritings of which only two 
could be identified and also was 
signed on the March 8. but not 
received by the college Personnel 
Department until March 30. 
“Was this the usual procedure?”

Board of Trustees had acted 
improperly by reserving final 
decision in the Gloria case in an 
April Board mecTing. 

An amendment to the April 
motion was made at the Sept. 22 
Board of Trustees meeting to 
comply with Education Code 
87678. 

Crost called that action 
“defective” and went on to say that 
the previous motion should have 
been rescinded before going on 
with the case. 

Covert claimed that the 
amendment was “‘legally 
sufficient” and that it “clarifies the 
board’s intention.” 

Maron explained that all he 


Crost questioned. 

While Rogers admitted he did 
not know, .Lemuel Bonilla, 
director of CEC. said during his 
testimony Friday that generally 
the forms went from the center to 
the college within a week. Bonilla 
had no explanation tor the delay. 

Crost asked if the calls were 
logged in any way and Bonilla said 
they were. Crost then asked for a 
release on the calls made March 8, 
1979. Covert did not object. but 
pointed out that logs were not kept 
indefinitely and there might not be 
a record for that day. 

Bonilla was also heavily 
questioned on counselors 
schedules. Previous to Bonilla 


Bonilla said it could as long as it 
was approved by the director, 

The case for the district ended 
late Friday afternoon with the 
defense getting its chance next 
month. 

Gloria commented on the case. 
“I’m optimistic. (The district) had 
made many offers to me like to 
resign, but I have to fight it. If | 
have done anything wrong, | will 
take my lumps.” 

Crost summed up the feelings 
with, “We're gonna win. He's not 
guilty.”

Mideast dilemma: 
No easy answers

Right now, as you read this sentence, two 
countries are at war. One of them is Iran ... 


Before you snicker diabolically, consider some of the 
ramifications. The war between Iran and Iraq has really re- 
opened a Pandora's box of problems that may have far- 
reaching effects upon our own lifestyles and possibly upon 
the amaranthine hostage situation. 

“We can laugh at the Iranians getting stuck in this conflict, but we're 
really talking about a situation that could directly threaten our national 
interests,” explained SAC Dean of Social Sciences Lee Layport. 

What many Americans fail to realize is that the government of Iraq is 
of a socialistic and Marxist nature with vested Soviet interests, Layport 
explained. 

“Its a deep-rooted Soviet area.” continued Layport. “Should Iraq be 
victorious, the Soviets could blackmail Europe and the West which 
would give them a tremendous advantage. No ... we absolutely cannot 
look askance at the possible deterioration of our oil alliance in the 
Persian Gulf,” he stressed. 

Of course the next question concerns itself with the reason why Iran 
and Irag became involved in the present conflict. el Don decided that the 
best way to explain the situation would be to seek out some of the Iranian 
members of the SAC community. 

Instructor Coordinator Bahram Maleki was able to give el Don 
reporter Farzaneh Ghaemi, who is also a native of Iran. an explanation 
from the Iranian standpoint. Their conversation is translated as follows: 

“I could entail you with many historical details. but I'll only consider 
the contemporary breaking point between Iran and Iraq.” Maleki began. 
“In 1975 Iraq made the choice of retreating from Shatt al Arab by signing 
the Algiers Treaty. Thismeant that the Shah had to stop supporting the 
Kurds and that Shatt al Arab had to be divided between the two 
countries. 

“The one thing they both agreed upon was that the Ayatollah 
Khomeini would have to be deported trom Iraq, continued Maleki, 
However, in 1978, after the overthrow of the Shah and the \ ictory of the 
Iranian revolution, the new Islamic Republic was even more of a threat to 
Iraq; moreso than when the Ayatollah was in Baghdad. The Iraqi regime 
went on the defensive but remained on the sidelines observing the 
deterioration of the Iranian army and of the economy. 

“The only way for Irag to getoutot this defensive Position was to act 
offensively by waging an all out war that was supposed to be calculated 
and risk-free. The Iragi government has now taken an aggressor’s 
position hoping to bank on military and economic preparedness, but the 
prolongation of the war is proving otherwise. Both sides are in effect 
defeating themselves with acts of destruction,” Maleki concluded. 


The possibility of American involvement is an issue that leaves the U.S. 


* between a rock and a hard spot. The Iraqi government can use the 


hostages as a means of assuring the non-intervention of the U.S. At 
worst, the hostages could be detained into a more distant future than had 
been expected if the Khomeini regime survives and continues to believe 
that Iraq acted as an American proxy in the present war. 

“We're damned if we do and damned if we don’t ... especially what we 
do in public.” Dean Layport observed. “But then again we have no 
uniform foreign policy. It’s based upon the principle of hopscotch. To 
hope that the hostage situation improves as a result of the war is in 
actuality wishful thinking.”

SAC to expand 
courses offered 
at El Modena

Students living in Orange may 
not have to travel as far to attend 
Santa Ana College classes next 
semester. 

The schedule offered of classes 
Monday through Thursday 
evenings at El Modena High 
School will be greatly expanded 
beginning next semester. 

The district wants “to develop 
the college presence in Orange. We 
want to serve the area with a lot 
more courses closer to home,” said 
Dr. Richard Sneed, vice president 
of Academic Affairs. 

It is clear that the enlargement of 
the program at El Modena is 
intended to serve quite a vast 
number of students. The new 
schedule contains 38 courses, 
whereas the number of classes 
offered for this semester was only 
15. 

To fill these new classes, a series 
of mailings are planned to be sent 
out to inform residents in the area 
surrounding the high school about 
the program. 

According to Dr. Sneed, a 
student could earn a degree in any 
of several fields nearly exclusively 
from taking part in the program at 
El Modena. These fields include 
real estate, business administration, 
medical assistant, management and 
several others. 

If the expanded program at El 
Modena is met with enthusiasm by 
the students, similar increases might 
be considered for courses 
conducted at some of the other high 
schools where SAC offers classes, 
according to Dr. Sneed. These 
other schools are Villa Park, 
Canyon and Saddleback.

Students dependent on the bus 
for transportation wish the Don 
Bookstore would sell passes for the 
Orange County Transit District as 
it once did. 

Some students believe the passes 
are no longer sold, because of the 
narrow profit margin the 
bookstore makes on such sales. 
“Hey man, we know what’s going 
on! The bookstore wants to makea 
profit and doesn’t want to 
sympathize with us students 
anymore,” complained SAC 
student Kevin Haskins. 

However, Ron Sabo, director of 
Auxiliary Services, explained. 
“The answer, my friend, is simple 
and clear. WE just couldn’t afford 
the bad checks any more. (OCTD) 
wanted their money in a lump sum 
check, and the students’ checks 
were bouncing all over the place.” 

Suffering the most are the 
handicapped commuters who find 
transporting themselves without a 
pass difficult. “I stay home a lot,” 
commented Celia Huerta, who is 
confined to a wheelchair. 

Expansion in the bus service for 
the handicapped, has been 
dramatic with improved design for 
the vehicles and advanced 
structure for easier entrance. These 
new buses were first used last May 
and could help many of the 
handicapped at SAC. However, 
students like Huerta still have to 
rely on the Disabled Students 
Center for transportation. 

Passes are available to residents 
for $17 per month and can be used 
on fixed routes in the county, buta 
student must travel far off campus 
to purchase the passes. The 


handicapped commuter can 
purchase a $10 pass and receive a 
50-cent discount on all Dial-A- 
Ride service and on fixed routes 
except during the peak hours from 


7:30 to 8:30 a.m. and 3:30 to 4:30 
p.m. when they must pay 25 cents. 

A general pass costs $13 and 
supplies rides for a month on all 
OCTD routes as well as a $1.25 
discount on the Rapid Transit 
District Service Express. 

Students would like to use the 
service of the bus, but are 
discouraged by the lack of 
availability.

A 
center. In Steve Marshall’s presentation to the 
Collegiate Christian Club Sept. 22, omphalas was 
explained as originating from eastern religions.

Guns on campus? 
Or SAPD channel? 


A new controversy seems to be brewing over the campus police and the 
procedures they employ when dealing with students, faculty and staff. A 
Letter to the Editor (el Don, Sept. 26, 1980) began a rush of reports from 
people around the campus. 


This brings to mind an old controversy -- the use of weapons by the 
police on campus. Though their requests have so far been denied, the 
SAC security team is still pushing for the right to bear arms. 


Many reasons are put forth as a basis for the requests. One such 
argument is the possibility of an occurence which might require the use of 
a weapon by a police officer. Since the District Police do not have direct 
access to the Santa Ana Police, they contend they are helpless if such a 
situation arises. This is perhaps the most valid contention they have for 
desiring guns. 


Another request is based on the fact that they are in uniforms which 
closely resemble those of the SAPD. When patrolling off-campus 
locations, oftentimes the SAC police are driving through areas hostile to 
the SAPD. Therefore, they reason, they are in danger of being shot. 


One more basis for the appeal for sidearms is summed up by a remark 
made by officer Dexter Cole last year. Cole stated, “I have not yet meta 
situation on campus where I would have used the weapon, but had I been 
carrying a firearm, many situations could have gone much smoother.” 

Still another officer stated, “It would lessen the possibility of suspects 
running off.” 


Rather than issuing guns, here are some alternative solutions: 


The District should work with the SAPD to provide for direct - 


communication between SAC police and that office. A guarantee of 
immediate response should be given by SAPD if they receive a call for 
assistance. 


Change the name back to SAC Security and alter the uniforms so as to 


change their image from that of a police officer back to that of a security | 


team which provides a service to this District. 

Insure that ALL members of the security team are capable of passing 
the physical fitness tests required of them so they are in shape and able to 
protect themselves. 


These are not the only solutions, but they may save the life of an 
innocent student, faculty or staff member some day. It might also save the 
life of a SAC police officer.

While the bombs burst through 
the air, another worrisome day 
passes by while Iraqi student B. 
Sallami fervently listens to his 
radio, hoping that the city in which 
his family lives, Karbala, is not 
destroyed by Iranian jets. 

“Karbala is about 100 miles west 
of Iran. It may very well go up in 
smoke if the Bahgdad line is 
broken,” lamented Sallami. 

On the other side of the Shatt-el- 
Arab waterway that divides Iraq 
and Iran live the parents of Iranian 
student Jalal Naisharobi. “My 
parents are in Tehran and it was 
bombed just yesterday! I just don’t 
know what to do,” Naisharobi said 
solemnly. | 

The undeclared war escalated on 
Sept. 21, after months of incessant 
small scale border clashes. It is 
now a full-scale war that has been 
fomenting since the 7th Century 
when the Arab conquest brought 


people towards the ancient ways. 

In the 7th Century, a 
disagreement over the successor to 
Mohammed (the prophet of 
Islam), who had died in 632, 
culminated in bloodshed when 
Mohammed’s son-in-law Ali was 
passed over and assasinated. Ali’s 
son, Hussein, led a small group of 
rebels in revolt against what they 
viewed as usurpers. 

He and his men were massacred 
in 680, and from their defeat 
Shiism was launched, breaking 
Islam into two sects. Today, Iran is 
ruled and populated by Shiite 
Moslems. Iraq and the rest of the 
Persian Gulf, is ruled by the 
Sunnis, the larger of the two 
groups. 

Looking at the Iranian-Iraqi 
conflict from America, Naisharobi 
is quite distressed. “Iraq attacking 
Iran is like Mexico attacking the 
United States! It is such a shame,” 
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feelings about the conflict. 

“The 1975 treaty stating that 
Iran has complete access to the 
Shatt-el-Arab waterway was a 
complete gimmick from the start.

The Battle’s just beginning 
in Carter-Reagan campaigns

The missile of mudslinging has 
decidedly been launched in the 
1980 presidential campaign. 

Exactly who started the flying 
bad words is a matter of some 
dispute, but the catalyst may have 
been a speech former California 
Governor Ronald Reagan made at 
the Neshoba County Fair in 
Mississippl. 

In the aforementioned oratory, 
Reagan indicated that he favored 
“states” rights”, a code word that 
has long been associated with 
opposition to desegregation. 

Shortly after the speech, 
Patricia Harris, a Carter cabinet 
member, pointed out that Reagan 
had received support from the Ku 
Klax Khan CKR-KK):. “Pie 
Republican candidate — quickly 
disavowed this endorsement and, a 
few weeks later, attempted to 
besmirch the President’s name 
with the slur that Carter had begun 
his campaign in the birthplace of 
the Klan. 

This was erroneous on Reagan’s 
part since Tuscumbia, Ala., is not 
where the KKK originated. 

The accused Carter was not 
about to let this charge go 
unanswered. In a speech which he 
gave at the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church in Atlanta, Ga., he stated 
the following: 

“You've seen in this campaign 
the stirrings of hate and the rebirth 
of code words like ‘states’ rights”...” 

In direct reference to his 
chalienger, he added, ‘Hatred has 
no place in this country. Racism 
has no place in this country.” 

Many people, including Carter’s 
campaign managers, were shocked 
and appalled that the incumbent 
would resort to this below-the-belt 
tactic. 

The mudslinging has continued 
though, for on Monday, Sept. 22, 


Carter again made insinuations 
against the Republican nominee 
by claiming the election “will help 
decide whether we have war or 


peace.” 
Consultants to the GOP 
candidate have urged him to 


choose the compassionate, caring 
role in response to this defamatory 
remark since this will serve to 
enhance a non-violent image and 
show the voters that Ronald 
Reagan does not advocate a break 
In peace. 

Television commercials portray 
Reagan as being soothing. 
competent and unwarlike as he sits 


in an easy chair, making simple 
statements in a smooth and silky 
tone of voice. 

Carter, on the other hand, is 
depicted as the hardworking, 
experienced incumbent who keeps 
the midnight oil burning in an 
effort to solve the nation’s 
problems. This scene is meant to 
stimulate the viewers’ minds into 
wondering if Reagan, at his age, 
could handle such duties. 

Hence, personality becomes the 
control panel in the 1980 
presidential campaign as it rockets 
its way toward a Nov. 4 
destination,

It has been nearly a century since 
Lord James Bryce wrote his classic 
The American Commonwealth, 
and wondered “Why Great Men 
are not Chosen Presidents” during 
his day. Since the brilliance of 
Jefferson and Adams had died out 
some 60 years carher, he thought 
“no President except) Abraham 
Lincoln has 
striking qualities in the chair.” 

Who knew or cared to know 
anything about a Franklin Pierce 
or Chester Arthur? “The only thing 
remarkable about them,” Bryce 
concluded, “is that being so 
commonplace they should have 
climbed so high.” 


Today, we have the two major 
parties offering the American 
public a choice between Ronald 
Reagan and Jimmy Carter. In the 
recent past, they have given us a 
choice between) Richard Nixon 
and George McGovern. Has much 
changed since Lord Bryce wrote 
the American Commonwealth in 
1888? 

American politics is enough to 
challenge Darwin's” theory 9 of 
evolution. We began with a 
Jefferson and Adams and have 
come to a Reagan or Carter. It 1s 
little wonder that the public is 
politically apathetic or that some 
think this year’s election song 


displayed rare or 


should be “Send In The Clowns.” 

What are the reasons for 
mediocrity? Why do entertainers 
who were once content to amuse 
for profit begin to see themselves 
as moral philosophers? How is it 
possible for a Georgia farmer to 
climb to such heights? To begin 
our answer, we may turn to Lord 
Bryce’s analysis. 


First, eminent talent is not 
attracted to American politics fora 
Variety of reasons. This is partly a 
consequence of our constitutional 
framework of checks & balances, 
separation of powers, and 
federalism which thwarts creative 
decision-making. What president 
of a college or corporation has to 
deal with such an intricate 
structure so likely to lead to a 
deadlock of democracy? 

A related reason is the bad odor 
of politics. With the mediocre 
attracted to politics, how can 
politics be more than mediocre or 
dowright corrupt? It was Mark 
Twain, | believe. who held that 
politicians were America’s only 
indigenous criminal class. 

While this is surely an 
eXageeration, it is important to 
recognize that our political leaders 
represent a fair reflection of the 
intellect, the ethics, and the morals 
of the people -- no more, no less. 

Finally, the unit-rule of the 
states which favors big states over 
small states in’ the Electoral 


College eliminates much of our 
talent. Given a choice between a 
good candidate (from a large state 
like California or a large region 
like the South) who would make a 
bad President or a bad candidate 
who would make a good President, 
parties invariably choose the 
former. 


Thus, in 1980 we have a choice 
between a former actor-turned- 
politician from California and 
favorite son of the South who 
vacillates at our political tiller. 

What is to be done? Given the 
size of our population which is 70 
times larger than that of our 
Founding generation, we should 
have 70 Benjamin Franklins, John 
Adamses. Thomas Jeffersons, and 
James Madisons living in_ this 
country. 


Time magazine actually went 
looking for the missing 70 
Jeffersons in the middle of the last 
decade. The search was in vain, 
and Time was forced to distribute 
its publicity largesse to pop 
athletes, media gurus and pop 
politicians. The first-rate abilities 
are here, but they are not in 
politics. 

What it will take to attract our 
talent back to politics is a delicate 
reconstruction of the nation’s 
ideals so that once again we will 
have standards to judge 
performance. 


A number of forces militate

Cleveland’s strategy from the 
beginning was one of personal 
attack on Blaine’s character--or 
lack of such. The biggie was 
Blaine’s use of his. position as 
Speaker of the House to help out 
his railroad buddies and make 
some cash on the side as well. 

In 1876 Blaine had blocked a

against this, not the least of which 
is the power of the media to 
confuse standards and create 15- 
minute celebrities. 

Our dilemma is not an absence 
of leaders, but a shortage of values 
that can sustain them and attract 
them to politics. After all, the 
failure of democratic leaders is also 
a failure of the people to whom 
they are accountable. 

Unless the citizen turns away 
from his commitment to instant 


was like in ‘84 


land grant to the Little Rock and 
Fort Smith Railroad in Arkansas. 
and subsequently made a good 
commission on the sale of railroad 
bonds to friends of his in Maine. 

Even though Blaine simply led 
through his teeth about his part in 
this affair, public knowledge of it 
probably cost him the Republican 
presidential nomination in 1876. 

With the help of disenchanted 
Republicans charmingly labeled 
“Mugwumps”™ by “stalwart” 
Republicans, the Democrats took 
every Opportunity presented to 
remind voters of Blaine’s railroad 
chicanery. After all, if it worked in 
1876, it couldn't hurt in “84. 

Blaine told people that “my 
whole connection with the road 
has been open as the day.” So the 
Democrats happily published a 
letter written by Blaine concerning 
his scheming -- with Blaine’s 
postscript, “Burn this letter.” 

Then the Republicans made a 
dramatic comeback in the “let’s 
get-dirty’> game with the 
publication of “A Terrible Tale” in 
a Buffalo newspaper. 

This had to do with Cleveland’s 
relationship with the widow 
Halpin of Buffalo, who was 
supposedly a real looker. The 
article accused Cleveland of 
impregnating the widow, leading 
her to believe he wanted to marry 
her, and then having the poor kid 
committed to an orphan asylum. 

All the National-Enquirer-type 
papers of the day had a great time 
with this -- a scandal with a woman 
was juicier gossip than a scandal 
with a railroad. 

Although Cleveland was urged 
by clerics and others to make a 
“manly confession,” he refused to 
confirm or deny his alleged 
fatherhood. 

Blaine supporters waxed lyrical 
over this, singing “Ma, Ma where’s 
my Pa? Gone to the White House, 
ha, ha, ha!” 

This mud-slinging tactic 
ultimately backfired when a Blaine 
supporter labeled the Democrats 
the party of “Rum, Romanism. 
and Rebellion,” thereby alienating 
every Irishman in the state of New 
York, which Cleveland carried on

election day. It proved to be 
decisive in Cleveland’s narrow 
victory. 
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gratification, the deepening of our 
national malaise will continue and 
can bring only anarchy or tyranny 
-- most probably the first followed 
by the second, as in the Weimar 
Republic. 

It is futile for us to go in search 
of leaders; we must first rediscover 
ourselves. If America is to have 
leaders, it will have to agree upon 
goals. If we wish to have leaders to 
follow, we will have to show them 
the way.

Peggy Luko is sculpting her body. Not with an 
artist’s chisel or a plastic surgeon’s scalpel, but with 
free weights -- barbells, bench presses and dead-lifts. 

The 20-year-old physical education major who now 
attends CSULB, is a female bodybuilder who believes 
muscles on women are not ugly or masculine. 

“I’m not trying to be a Woman's Libber or be 
different. | think being strong, healthy and fit equals 
real beauty,” Luko states. 

Working out at Goal’s Gym in Santa Ana puts her 
in touch with her body. “Besides building strength and 
toning muscle, it relieves tension and gives me 
confidence because I’m developing my body to tts 
natural potential,” Peggy said. 

As a woman bodybuilder, Luko concentrates on 
low weights with more repetitions. Free weights 
enable her to control her coordination and achieve 
results quicker.

“He inspired me to work harder 
for the fullback position. Now it’s just 
Darryl and me.” 

“I feel a lot more pressure,” Smith stated. 
“But | laugh at pressure,” he continued. “1 
love pressure, but then that’s what it’s all 
about.” 

After Smith leaves SAC, the pressure will 
be even greater and among those 
compellingly influenced decisions will be 
that of matriculation.

Furiously flying flags 
lowlight tie at Taft

Steve Brown tossed a 13-yard scoring 
strike to James Murdock with only 4:06 
remaining in a penalty-marred game, as 
Santa Ana came from behind to tie Taft in 
SAC’s season opener last Saturday. 

The game, played before 5,000 people at 
Taft’s Martin Memorial Stadium, was 
highlighted by Brown’s passing (16 of 25 for 
165 yards) and Murdock’s receiving 
throughout the entire 60 minutes of play, but 
the lowlight was easily a seemingly endless 
string of flying yellow flags. 

“When you play away from home, you're 
in enemy territory,” SAC head coach Tim 
Mills said matter-of-factly. “Our (the 
team’s) only complaint was that the calls 
weren’t consistent.” 

In what appeared to be biased officiating, 
Mills squad was flagged 15 times for 182 
yards, while the Cougars were called for 83 
yards on just nine penalties. The Don's 
mentor admitted that several of the calls that 
went against his unit were legitimate, but 
just as many were overlooked when Taft was 


the offender. 

“We were guilty of a late hit that they (the 
officials) did call,” Mills remarked honestly, 
“But there was also one (late hit) by Taft on 
the touchdown by (SAC tailback) Darryl 
Smith that wasn’t called.” 

Though the questionable rule 
interpretations hampered many a Don 
scoring drive, Santa Ana did manage to 
open the scoring when Smith ran the ball in 
from the five early in the first quarter. 

Taft, meanwhile, looking lethargic under 
the leadership of starting quarterback Mike 
Cahoun, roared back strongly when Fred 
Adams replaced him late in the first quarter. 
The move seems to be jumping the guna bit 
since the game was still in its early stages, but 
as Cougar coach Al Baldock explained later, 
“Both of our guys are equal in talent, so we 
use them equally.” 

Adams, however, proved to be more than 
the equal of Calhoun as the 6-1, 185 pounder 
hit Warren Hanna ona 13-yard TD toss to 
tie the score as Joel Baxter added the point
